It stated that the Germans 
were heavily reenfo rced but that they 
have been unable to penetrate the 
French lines arid have ag ain been 
repulsed with lo ss. 
The statement 
also cites that the attempt o f the 
array o f the cro wn prince to slip 
thro ug h the fo rest o f Gruie failed. 
The French attack dro ve the enemy 
back. 
The situatio n in the center is de­ 
scribed as unchang ed while the pro ­ 
g ress o f the French in the Wo evre 
district is satisfacto rv.

It confers no right upon the 
voter to vote at the November elect­ 
ion, nor does it deprive the voter of 
the right to register at the October 
registration in the precinct in which 
he resides. 
In order to obtain the 
right to vote at the November elec­ 
tion such voter must register again 
at the October registration in the 
precinct in which he resides. 
“Under Section 0 of Acts 1913, 
Page 528, the application 
of 
the 
voter for registration must state: 
“ ‘That he resides in the precinct 
in which he desires to be registered/ 
“Section 18 of the same act pro­ 
vides that: 
“ *It shall lie unlawful for an\ per­ 
son to make any false statement in 
any application that lie may present 
to the board of registration for tin* 
purpose of procuring himself to be 
registered, and it shall he unlawful 
for him to present any application 
containing a false statement. 
“The penalty for a violation of 
this section is imprisonment from one 
to five 
y e ar s , a tine not to exceed 
$500, and disfranchisement for any 
determinate period. 
We recommend 
that the voter who unintentionally 
registered in the wrong precinct at 
the September registration state in 
his application at the October regis­ 
tration the precinct in which he reg- 
stered at tin» September registration. 
This will show the 
absence of a 
criminal intention to register in two 
precincts.

“2. As to whether or not natural­ 
ized foreigners must present natura­ 
lization papers when they apply for 
registration.

“In our opinion the civilians liv­ 
ing 
within the 
boundries

Benjamin Harrison are entitled to 
register under our state laws and to 
vote at state elections if otherwise 
q ualified. 
The constitutional inhibi­ 
tion against soldiers, 
seamen 
and 
marines acq uiring a residence in the 
state by reason 
of

stationed within the state does not 
apply to civilians. 
It is tlit* evident 
intent of this constitutional provision 
to prohibit the stationing and voting 
of nonresident soldiers, seamen and 
marines. 
“The second q uestion has been ans­ 
wered in the ‘Instructions to Voters 
and Officers Under the Registration 
Laws/ on Uage 4b of the compilation 
of election laws of Indiana in force 
September 1, 1914.

; stated : 
“ If 
foreign-born 
applicant 
for 
registration, at the time he makes 
such application, has not been nat- 
uaralized nor declared his intention 


to 
become a citizen of the I nited 
States comformablv to law, but that 
if he had filed such a declaration 
would be q ualified to vote at the 
general election in November, he is 
entitled to be registered. 
(Section 
33) In other words, he must have the 
necessary q ualifications at the time 
he votes in November, though he need 
not have them at the time he regis­ 
ters. His registration alone does not 
q ualify him to vote and lie can, when 
applying to vote, he then challenged 
for lacking the necessary q ualifica­ 
tions. Such a foreigner applying for 
registration should write in his ap­ 
plication the 
additional 
statement 
that while not naturalized 
he 
ex­ 
pects to become so before the next 
general 
election. 
If 
wrongfully 
presenting himself for registration 
the applicant can he prosecuted, also 
challenged when 
he 
undertakes to 
vote. 
All first papers (declarations 
of intention) taken out after June 
29, 190b, are good for seven years 
thereafter, and no longer, and by 
operation of law become void, and 
new declaration or first papers must 
be taken out, or the person is not 
q ualified to vote.”

Richmond, Ind., October 3— A de­ 
cree of destiny , not 
the conscious 
purpose of Russia or Germany , c a u s ­ 
ed the war now on in Europe, 
a c ­ 
cording to William Dudley 
Foulke, 
president of the National Municipal 
Leag ue, who returned recently from 
Germany , where he was when the 
war beg an. 
Foulke say s only Aus­ 
tria, of all the g reat powers, wanted 
war. 
lie sa y s: 
The ev ents which immediately pre­ 
ceded the present European war seem 
to me more like the working out of 
the decrees of destiny than a s rev ea l­ 
ing a conspicuous purpose on the part 
of either Germany or Russia to driv e 
all of Europe into this strug g le. There 
was indeed one nation that wanted 
war and was bound to hav e it, and 
that was Austria, hut the war Aus­ 
tria wanted was with Serv ia alone 
and neither Austria 
nor Germany 
seemed to believ e that Russia would 
take up arms on Serv ia’s behalf. The 
white hook published by the British 
g ov ernment containing Eng land’s dip­ 
lomatic correspondence preceding the 
war shows pretty clearly how the 
thing came about. 
No doubt Serv ian officials pa rtici­ 
pated in the murder of Archduke Fer­ 
dinand, hut how fa r the whole peo­ 
ple should be held responsible for this 
or for the g eneral anti-Austrian a g i­ 
tation in Serv ia is more questionable. 
Serv ia was ev idently a sharp thorn in 
Austria’s side and Austria was de­ 
termined to punish her sev erely . The 
ultimatum sent to Serv ia to be a n­ 
swered within 
two 
day s 
was one 
which no independent or self-respect­ 
ing g ov ernment could accept, 
it was 
drawn up for the purpose of bring ing 
on war. 
Yet Serv ia (presumably un­ 
der Russia’s adv ice) actually a ccept­ 
ed nearly all of its Inundating con- 
lit ions but was unwilling to consent 
to hav ing Austrian officers co-oper­ 
ating in the inv estig ation and prose­ 
cution of Serv ian officers and sub­ 
je c ts for a cts done upon Serv ian ter­ 
ritory . 
We should ourselv es certa in­ 
ly refuse to permit any tribunal com­ 
posed in part of foreig ners to pass 
upon the g uilt of Americans for a cts 
done upon American soil. 
Yet ev en 
this condition, so injurious to her 
independence, Serv ia offered to sub­ 
mit to The Hag ue tribunal. 
But Aus­ 
tria. would hav e none of this. 
She 
declared the reply was insincere and 
declared war. 
From the fa ct that Russia adv ised 
Serv ia to g o so far in submitting to 
Austrian demands, it looks a s if Rus­ 
sia at this sta g e of the proceeding s 
lid not desire an 
armed 
conflict. 
Doubtless this conciliating attitude 
encourag ed Austria to believ e that 
Russia would not take up arms for 
Serv ia. But in this Austria was mis­ 
taken. 
The Serv ians are a Slav peo­ 
ple, kindred to the Russia ns, ov er 
whom the Czar had assumed a pro­ 
tectorate, and there was a strong 
popular feeling in Russia on their 
behalf, just a s there had been a 
strong popular demand 
in Austria 
that the Serv ians should be punished. 
The beg inning of this g reat war can 
not lie laid altog ether to the inter­ 
ests or intrig ues of the rulers. There 
were popular mov ements behind them 
at lea st in Austria and Russia. 
In the earlier stag es of the diffi­ 
culty Germany mig ht hav e prev ented 
war by ex erting strong pressure upon 
Austria to modify the terms of her 
ultimatum or to arbitrate, hut this 
Germany was unwilling to do, prob 
ably believ ing that Russia would not 
interv ene and 
also 
influenced, 
110 
doubt, by the controlling considera­ 
tion that if she restrained Austria in 
a matter so close to the national feel­ 
ing s of the 
dual monarchy 
there 
would be a breach of confidence be­ 
tween herself and her ally and that 
she could not count on Austria ’s sup­ 
port when she needed it herea fter; in 
other words, that the Triple Alliance 
would be broken. 
Italy was already 
a doubtful element in that alliance, 
and Germany felt the need of sup­ 
porting Austria under ail circum­ 
stances. 
When Russian interv ention 
was seen to be impending , Germany 
did 
apparently endeav or to ex ert 
some mild form of persuasion upon 
Austria to modify her demands, a l­ 
thoug h she had prev iously refused the 
proposition of Sir Edward Grey for 
a conference of the other g reat pow­ 
ers in London with a v iew to media­ 


tion. 
She did, howev er, throug h the 
medium of other powers, try to pre­ 
v ent Russian interv ention. 
But it 
was now too late. 
The Czar had a l­ 
ready beg un to mobilize his troops 
and Germany know that unless sin* 
mobilized at once her best opportun­ 
ity of defeat would be g one, so she 
sent a demand to Russia to recall the 
order ot mobilization within 24 hours 
and an inquiry to 
France 
asking 
whether France would 
neutral in 
ev ent of a war with Russia, and de­ 
manding an immediate answer. 
No 
sa tisfa ctory replies being receiv ed, 


s h e beg an to mobilize and war was 
soon declared. 
Now iti all these proceeding s 
it 
looks to me as if Austria were the 
real ag g ressor and that between Ger­ 
many and Russia the responsibility 
for the war was pretty nearly equally 
div ided. 
The necessity for quick a c­ 
tion precipitated the war more than 
any deliberate purpose and Germany 
doubtless believ ed that it war must 
come it mig ht as well come at once 
as at any later period. 
This seems 
to me to he a fa ir statement of the 
orig inal causes of the strug g le. 
The 
subsequent inv asion of Belg ium and 
the ca uses which led Eng land to take 
part in this terrible conflict will be 
considered hereafter.
